Pacific Grov e. Cal., of the intend ed 
establishment of riv al weather bu ­ 
reau s in San Francisco. In Cu ba and 
Mex ico there has been fou nd a weath­ 
er p lant, said to hav e ex traord inary 
p owers in forecasting not only atmos­ 
p heric bu t seismic d istu rbances. Its 
botanic name is abru s p ecatoriu s no- 
blis. 
Prof. Joset Norv ack , an eminent 
Au strian, recently arriv ed in England 
with twenty cases of these rem ark ­ 
able p lants. They hav e been fou nd 
p articu lar sensitiv e to magnetic and 
electric influ ences. When changes in 
these occu r Its twigs and leav es p er­ 
form p ecu liar abnormal mov ements, 
each of these hav ing its significance. 
By its aid weather forecasts can be 
mad e from two to sev en d ay s ahead 
of rain or fog, and earthq u ak e fore­ 
casts as mu ch as twenty -six d ay s in 
ad v ance ov er an area of 300 sq u are 
miles. It also p red icts v olcanic eru p ­ 
tions and accu mu lations of fire d amp 
in mines.

Rock ford Star: A p ou ltry shortage 
of chick ens and other p ou ltry in the 
cities d u ring the coming, winter, d u e 
to the work ings of the p u re food law, 
is the fear of p rod u ce men who p ack 
their p ou ltry in local 
cold 
storage 
hou ses. 
W ith the p ack ing season only a 
few week s off, p ou ltry d ealers are 
afraid to go on the m ark et for p ou l­ 
try u ntil they k now ju st where they 
are at in the m atter of p acging chick ­ 
ens that hav e not been d rawn and 
cleaned before going into storage. 
Pack ers and d ealers d eclare that 
they will be d riv en ou t of bu siness if 
su ch ru ling is enforced . At p resent 
chick ens are p ack ed with the sk in 
u nbrok en and the v ital organs left 
intact. W hen they are tak en ou t o f 
storage the "innard s” are remov ed . 
The d ealers say this is the only po s­ 
sible method o f k eep ing the bird s in 
good shap e. If the sk in is bro ken the 
air will enter, it is said , and the po ul­ 
try is su re to spoil. 
Pro duce men say they simply will 
not p ack chickens as they run the 
risk o f lo sing seventy -five per cent 
of their investment. The uncertainty 
as to this po int has lessened the de^ 
mand fo r po ultry and unless a fa ­ 
vo rable ruling is made a t an early 
date very few birds will be placed In 
sto rag e.
